The gambling Igws are both 
‘complicated and elastic, not onl 
in China but in other countries as 
well, especially Great Britain. In 
‘the latter country sweepstakes are 
prohibited and oonsidered as 
‘illegal, no mattesfor what purpose 
they may be held, even fer charity, : 
as for instance the Irish Hospital: 
Sweeps. Even in the British con- 
‘cession iu Tientsin which comes 
under British law, the selling by 
any person or any firm of an 
Irish Hospital sweep is regarded 
.a8 illegal and against the law, 
although hundreds of Irish hospit- 
al sweeps are openly sold ard 
bought within the precincts 
lof the British Concession. Sweep 
i tiokete are sent to Tientsin from 
Ireland to firms and ‘individuals, 
even icoks of tickets, with a free 
ticket for anybody who selis, 
though -striotly nnd legally speak- 
ling it is against the iaw.
